Since 1980,
Sutton has been collecting canned food from donors at the University of Vermont by simply placing
cardboard collection boxes around campus with a sign explaining that the items are destined for the
Chittenden Emergency Food Shelf in Burlington. Alice’s simple but effective strategy to fight hunger
in her area has resulted in the collection of over 42,000 pounds of canned and non-perishable food
over the years for the Food Shelf.
